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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant appears to argue the motivation for 
combining the references in the previous rejections made using 35 USC 103(a). The examiner maintains his position that the motivation 
for the substitution of one photochromic layer for another suitable photochromic layer is that the newly substituted photochromic layer has 
properties that make it extremely suitable for use as a photochromic layer in a multilayer laminate structure. The applicant also argues 
unexpected results from the polyester urethane composition in the claims. This is not persuasive because one would expect polyester 
urethane to act as a suitable binder due to the teachings of Ormsby et al. and Rosthauser et al . 
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
